Introduction 

This Action replaces that previously mailed on 9/20/05, in response to an Amendment After- 
Final received 9/8/05. Attorney K. Cummings called approx. 10/17/05 to indicate that the 
previous Action failed to consider the amendment of Claim 15 with respect to Claim 21 (now 
cancelled); i.e.; the subject matter of the latter was integrated into the former Examiner 
apologizes for the oversight. 

Item 5 

Claims 15-20, 22, 23 and 25 were rejected under 35 USC 103 with Paley. This rejection has 
been overcome with respect to the amendment of Claim 15. 

Item? 

The Amendment After-Final has been entered into the application. With respect to amended 
Claim 15, and its dependents, they are all rejected under 35 USC 103, with Paley in view of 
Nelson (as previously provided with respect to Claim 24). Paley discloses all recited elements 
except a motor that remains with the structure after "cuts" are made. Nelson teaches this 
limitation. The combination clearly obviates language providing for a "kit" in which a motor/drive 
is "installable" after making holes and cuts. The broad claim language does not distinguish over 
these references. 
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
